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Part 1 1 : The applicant argues in page 3 that the cited reference does not disclose the addition of 1 as suggested by the invention, nor the 
right shift by one unit. In addition, the quantity R=S=0 are simply not generated by Dijkstra. 

The examiner respectfully submits that Figure 3 second column part 38 clearly disclose the addition of 1 as the mask unit and then right 
shift the whole unit by 1 . The claim does not clearly define the structure of the operation (A+B+1)»1 but rather it just claims the operation 
of addition and shift. Thus, the cited reference clearly meets all the limitations cited in the claimed invention. In addition, the claim does 
not define the range or value for R and S, these quantities can be equate to zero for general purposes. 
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
